Planting and Proning Roses 


Written by J. B, Spencer for Ontario 
Horticultural Association 

Fing roses in abundant quantity re- 
quire a sunny position and a good 
garden soll, What are known as Hy: 
brid Tea roses give the most contin: 
ous bloom throughout the summer, 
while the Hybrid Perpetuals, which 
are somewhat hardier and stronger 
frowing, give heavier erops at the 
end of June and early July and some- 
lines again in September, Every 
garden should have some climbing 
roses, of which theresare many varie- 
lies.
